In County as New Cases of Relief Are Added 





ans of the nation is 150. The 
daily death average during 1930 
was 73. Mr. Lucke pointed to 
the increase in deaths. 

Any veteran “medically elig- 
ible” and who can trace his dis- 
ability to war service is entitled 
to hospitalization, he explained. 

Any veteran, even though he 
cannot trace his disability to 
the war, but is unable physical- 
ly to earn a living, is entitled to 
a maximum of $30 a month. If 
a totally disabled veteran can 
trace his physical breakdown to 
the war he is entitled to a max- 
imum of $100 a month. 

Every day brings to Mr. 
Lucke’s office in the county seat 
applications from veterans for 
relief. It is his business to get 
federal action on the cases, but 
before a final decision is reach- 
ed, it is necessary for him to 
review a case about five times, 
he said. 

Various officers check the 
cases. Frequently additional 
data is desired and as each case 
has its own pecularities, it is 
necessary for much information 
to be obtained.

WORK PROGRESSES 
ON BIG POWER LINE 


Gigantic Project Is Being Com- 
pleted From Hoover Dam | 
To Victorville 











While this community is a party 
to get the Los Angeles bureau of 
power and light to use a more 
southerly route from Etiwanda to 
Los Angeles, progress is being 
made by the bureau in its line con- 
struction from Hoover dam _ to} 
Victorville, it is reported. | 

From the generators at the dam 
the voltage will he transformed 
from 16,500 to 287,500 and there 
is a great switch rack for con- 
trolling and directing the trans- 
mission. At a distance of 91.7 
miles there is a switching station 
at Silver lake and another 90.8) 
miles at Victorville. These elab- 
orate and intricate switching” sta- 
tions with modern devices put the 
lines in perfect control in case 
there is interference or break on 
any one or more of the cables. 

There are two lines of towers 
from the dam to a point 42.7 miles 
southwesterly from Victorville, 
where large single towers begin, 


where the voltage will be stepped 
down from 275,000 to 132,000, fur- 
ther on to 34,500 and finally to 
4,600 voltage—then again to 230- 
115, before distribution for power 
and lights. There will also be a 
large steam standby plant on the 
lines to insure continued service in 
case of an emergency. 

Stringing of the large hollow 
copper cables is going on apace, 
the drums being trucked out from 
Victorville. The ground and coun- 
terpoise wires are placed largely 
and the huge insulators are being 
hung. 

This transmission project is of 
such gigantic proportions that it 
is difficult to convey any idea of 
its magnitude and the switches | 
and step-down transformers are 
very technical as well as elabor- 
ate, costing a few millions for 
these features.
